The preference will be made ef- 


fective as against other immigrants, 
'.hrough the passport law, which 
authorized our consuls and dip'u> 
mntic officers abroad to approve the 
passports of all prospective immi- 
grants. Vises will first be given to 
persons in the preferred class. But 
f.o vise can be given, and 
hence 


no permission to reach America can 
be given, until the passport itself 
can bo secured from the 
foreign 


government by the would-be immi- 
jtrnnt 


If the alien be, for example, a 


trade unionist in Finland or Hun- 
gary or Poland, he will probable be 
refused a passport; he is suspected 
by his reactionary mlers.

Repeal of the divorce counsel act

He said that six 
judges did not give their unqualified 
approval to the law, declaring that 
he had acted as divorce counsel him- 
self and said that with' few excep- 
tions these officials performed only 
perfunctory duties which coit the 
people of the state between $12,000 
and $16,000 annually. He declared 
that divorces had been on increase 
during past few years.

troduced in the senate this morn- 
ing by Senator Staudenmayer ,nd 
adopted.

No civ- 
ilization can survive repudiation.

This was lost on a vote of 57 
to 14Senator La Toilette said that the railroads should repay 
the government, the enormous debts which they have incurred 
under the bounty of congress, instead of being permitted to col- 
lect several hundred millions as an additional gratuity, and in 
rach a way as to leave the door of the treasury open so that they 
may come back again.
